When the 
history of this Parliament comes to 
le written and the long tale of the 
promises with which it was in- 
angurated has to be compared with 
the somewhat meagre record of 
its performances, this unassuming 
measure should certainly be reckon- |, 
ed to it for righteousness. The 
fact that the Bill was introduced 
hy a private member, was by its 
nature outside the region of party 
controversy and was the outcome of 
fifteen years persistent effort, in no 
way detracts from the “ kudos” of 
the Parliament during which it 
became law. With practical un- 
animity (a vote of 207 to 12) the 
Bill passed its third reading in the 
House of Commons on June 14. 
There are still by common consent 
alterations to be made in it ; but as 
they are mainly points of detail which 
had eseaped notice until the last read~ 
ing it was held advisable not to delay 
the passage of the measure and fo 
leave the amendments to the House 
of Lords. As the movers of the 
Bill, the Government and the 
Opposition have arrived virtually 
at an understanding in regard to 
these points, it may be taken for 
granted that the Bill will become 
law for all practical purposes in its 
present form. 

The main purpose of the Bill is 
set forth in’ the second clan 
which gives “any local authority 
power to make by-laws “ (1) for 
the regulation and control of 
hoardings and similar structures 
used for the purpose of advertising ; 
(2) for regulating, restricting or 
preventing the exhibition of -ad~ 
vertisements in such places and 
in such manner, or by. stich 
means, as to affect injurious- 
ly the amenities of a public 
park or pleasure — promenade, 
or to disfigure the natural heaut 
of a landseape.”

time. For in 1867 when Gari- 
haldi*s work in Italy was within 
three years of completion, King! 
Chulalongkorn I, to. whom all hi 
country’s subsequent. adva 
may be attributed, was ase 
throne of Siam ul Garibaldi’s 
reat aspiration that Malia jimi da 
se (Italy shall stand by herself), has 
also been the continual watchword 
lof King Chulalongkorn. ‘The in- 
dolent and timid nature of the 
Siamese people makes it doubtful 
whether that ambition will ever be 
wholly accomplished. Foreign as- 
sistance will probably. he ax much 
needed, certainly for many years to 
‘come, for the commercial develop- 
ment of Siam’s natural resources as 
it has heen, and still is, for the re- 
formation of her finances. But she 
has at least a strong asset in the 
character of her Sovereign, and, 
we may believe, in that of the 
Crown Prince who has been acting 
as Regent during his father’s ab- 
sence in Europe. Hitherto Siam 
has suffered some neglect through 
being out of the general track of. 
travellers, who are usually in too 
great a hurry to get from one 
point to another to be in the mood 
for detowrs of unknown possibili- 
ties.

HINDERING THE WHEELS. 


‘The general desire for reform in thie. 
region, as I suppose elsewhere, is hinder- 
ed by the old spirit of greod and self- 
interest. This manifests itself in the 
schools and in every other departorent 
where reform is desired. Nowhere is 
it more evident than in the courts, 
‘The day of reform there, in most cases, 
seems to be in the distance. So-called 
justice seeins to be on the side, general- 
ly, of the one who has the money or 
prestige with which to purchase it. I 
make a habit of inquiring of Chinese 
who are in n position to know as to the 
condition of the prisons in epnnexion 
with varioux yaméns. All agree as to 
the general facts. The conditions 
which you have described in certain 
geols in Shanghai are fair compared 
with these. Wretches are thrown into 
places never visited by the district 
Magistrates themselves, and left to the 
‘mercy of subordinates, whose one ain 

to get out of each prisoner 8s much 
‘as he can. They sleep on the floor, 
except when money purchases a few 
planks. ‘They suffer from cold, heat, 
disease, mosquitoes and indescribable 
vermin. The filth is so bad that it 
conjd not be worse. I know of 
‘an unfortunate criminal condemned 
to m term of twenty years in 
such a prison. If he could look 
forward ta relief in twenty years, that 
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live « long. But Magistrates change. 
Few will take the trouble to look up 
the record of such a man. When the 
twenty years’ limit expires he will, if 
ive, probably be forgotten. The 
nese have an expressive phrase, 

Confined to death.” ‘Those who are 
“confined ta death" are legion. A 
Chinese friend was one day  presc 
ta some prisoners. They answered him, 
“Why preach to us about heaven and 
hell, we are in hell already.” 


AN INSTANCE OF INJUSTICE 

Instances of private injustice that go 
unrighted could be multiplied, One 
let me cite, ax I know the facts. In a 
certain district near here is a strange 
custom in regard to the senting of rice 
fields, When a man rents a field there, 
he and his relations and descendants 
are liable for the rent in perpetuum. 
That is, they cannot give up the field at 
will unless they find another to whom 
to transfer the rent. ‘There is a widow 
living’ in this district whose husband 
had rented a ficld in that district : 
she desired to give up the rental, but 
ras not allowed to do so. She did 
not cultivate the land, but — the 
owner levied rent, water tax ete. 
When she refused to pay, her son was: 
arrested by the landlord. throngh his 
private runners and pnt in w private 
prison—until the money was paid.

Within 300 
yards of the Northern end of this 
bridge and on the Western side of the 
new Chinese road, there is a group of 
old graves of the asus! corrical mound 
shape and among and around these 
graves there are over eighty coffins 
upon the ground without any covering, 
many of which are mere boxes of boards 
insufficiently fastened together, one is 
only a kerosene case, beside these there 
are more than s dozen bodies which are 
wrapped in mats only, unless in the 
instances where the native dogs have 
disturbed this arrangement and re- 
moved and presumably eaten the body.

Mr. Edison, the great American 
inventor, has nearly all the qualifications 
of areal prophet. For months together 
he remains invisible in the hermit 


seclusion of his laboratory, Suddenly 
he issues forth to proclaim to the world 
the results of his meditat 








in the duly 
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his newest utterance is always more 
startling than the one before; and 
again he vanishes to prepare yet “a 
bigger dog-story.” The only’ disad- 
vantage of his messages is that they 
have an awkward knack of coming 
true. This robs them of that 
sporting element of uncertainty which 
is essential to all genuine prophecy, 
and reduces them to the ingloriou. 
level of a mere algebraic equation. 
Thus with misgiving we read Mr. 
Edison's last pronouncement, which tells 
us how ina few year’s time, electricity 
is to do every thing for us from cradie 
to grave, and how nitrogen is to be 
drawn from the atmoxphere to give ns 
more fertile harvests and fatter herds—a 
literal accomplishment of the theory of 
that famous scholar whose horse had 
just learnt to subsist upon sig when it 
foolishly died. Horses are doomed, 
however, by Mr. Edison, Tho bright 
hearth and the yule log, with all that 
they mean in fellowship and good cheer 
are also doomed ; nay, the very beanties 
of Nature are threatened, for we cannot 
afford to waste on spectacular effects 
what a simple scientific applicati 
common air will convert into nat 
landers.

They were 
not open sores and the harness was pi 
‘on loosely s0 as not to touch them, 
The sores were not on the chest ; they 
were girth sores, 

His Worship said that Dr. Pratt's 
certificate stated that the pony was lame 
in the near fore leg and hand, a wound 
on the left side of the chest caused by 
the harness. If Inspector —Kinipple 
wished to call Dr. Pratt there had 
better be an adjournment. 

Inspector Kinipple aid he did not 
think Dr. Pratt would be able to attend 
until next day. 

The defendant said he wished to

100, Sec. 42 (common as- 
sault) which provided that persons 
charged with this offence should be tried 
before two justices of the Peace. For! 
the purpose of the Act one stipendiary 
Magistrate had the same powers as the 
two Justices of Peace. Counsel also 
referred to sections 21 and 24 of the 
‘Order in Council, and contended 
that the title of Police Magistrate 
had not been conferred upon his 
Worship, who was really, according’ 
to the terms of the Order, s Provincial 
Judge. Counsel also referred his 
Worship to Section 42, under 
which, he contended, the Supreme Court 
tried offences that would be tried at 
home by two Justices of the Peace. He 
was referring, of course, to a case of 
assault tried without indictment. 

His Worship—A Judge can convict 
at sight for common assault. 

Mr. Home submitted that if he did 
so, he did it-as though he were in the 
position of two Justices of the Peace. 
‘A Conrt of Summary Jurisdiction was 
defined in the Interpretation Act of 
1889 (52-523 V . 63, Sec. 13., 
sub.-sec. 11). From this he contended 
that a Court of Summary Jurisdiction 
was any Court that exercised summary 
jarisdiction without indictment, and that 
the Police Court came within the mean- 
jing of the Act of 1879. He also re- 
ferred to a note (b)on p. 80 of Stone's 
Justices’ Manual, 1901, recording an 
opinion given by the Law Officers of 
the Crown in 1884. Counsel contend- 
ed, therefore, that the Supreme Court: 
had conferred upon it the powers of a 
Court of Summary Jurisdiction, and 
that it was bound by the rales applying 
to such a Court, 

‘Mr. Wright also addressed the Court 
‘on the question of appeal. 

In reply to his Worship, Mr. Home 
said that if the point were decided 
against him he might move the Court 
above for leave to appeal, or he might 
ask his Worship to state » 
He contended that Section 35 of the 
Order in Council, to which his Worship 
had referred, helped him still more. 

His Worship said that if he granted 
aright to appeal in this case the same 
right might be demanded by « drunk 
and disorderly, convicted and sent to 
privon without the option of a fine, by 
the Consul at Yéinnanfa. 

‘Mr. Home admitted that there were 
disadvantages in allowing appeals, but 
the advantages overrode them. If « 
drank and disorderly could appeal from 
Yiinnanfu the law might be altered.

THE CONGO. 

The 
Congo Independent State, under the 
absolute monarchy of King Leopold, 
succeeded the Congo International 
Association. This great humanitarian 
undertaking has now been in existence 
for twenty-two years.

THE AWAKENING. 


Freedom was to be its watch- 
word ; before five years had elapsed 
all vecant lands were claimed as 
the property of the State, and subse- 
quent decrees whittled down the rights 
of the native to the area upon which 
his hut was built, or to his cultivat- 
ed patch of farm land.“ The native is 
entitled to nothing,” said the Belgian 
Premier in two debates, and so the 
State, by its claims, practices and 
methods becomes primarily'a huge «lave- 
raiding corporation.
